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NOW  IS  THE  TIME  TO  LIVE  YOUR 
STUDENT  PROFESSION

There  is  a  sense  in  which  there  is  no  tomorrow  because  when  tomorrow  is 
here  it  is  today. 

It  would  be  a  better  world,  morally,  if  men  did  not  wait  for  tomorrow  to 
do  the  good  they  are  always  planning  to  do,  to  change  the  lives  they  are 
always  planning  to  change. 

If  men  would  fast,  pray,  and  give  in  the  same  spirit  that  they  eat,  drink, 
and  are  merry;  they  would  pray,  fast,  and  give  in  a  much  more  active  spirit 
than  they  do. 

It  is  good  philosophy  to  be  doing  today.  It  is  the  philosophy  of  Christ  to 
be  more  concerned  about  today  than  tomorrow:  “But  seek  first  the  kingdom 
of  God  and  His  justice,  and  all  these  things  shall  be  given  to  you  besides. 
Therefore  do  not  be  anxious  aJbout  tomorrow;  for  tomorrow  will  have  anx¬ 
ieties  of  its  own.  Sufficient  for  the  day  is  its  own  trouble.” 

It  ought  also  to  be  the  philosophy  of  the  student  to  be  more  concerned 
about  today  than  tomorrow.  It  ought  to  be  the  philosophy  of  the  Christian 
students  to  be  concerned  about  today  in  a  Christian  way.  “Then  all  these 
things  shall  be  given  you  besides.” 

In  a  broad  sense,  Christ  inplies  that  a  student  should  be  a  student,  that 
he  should  live  now,  that  the  student  world  has  enough  troubles  and  anxieties 
of  its  own  to  be  a  full-time  care  and  . . .  '  . . 


concern.  Christ  implies  that  the  Christ¬ 
ian  student  much  mind  the  business  of 
the  moment,  lose  himself  recklessly  in 
it,  and  forget  the^  years  after  grad¬ 
uation, — that  they  “shall  bemadded  on’’ 
and  take  care  of  themselves. 

We  live  fully  our  student  life  when 
we  see  and  use  all  the  parts  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  world  in  their  right  place.  The 
Holy  Father  says,  “The  subject  of 
Christian  education  is  man  whole  and 


entire,  soul  united  in  body  in  unity  of 
nature,  with  all  his  faculties,  natural 
and  supernatural,  such  as  right  reason 
and  revelation  show  him  to  be.”  All  of 
these  faculties  should  grow  while  we  are 
in  school,  but  in  relation  to  our  intellec¬ 
tual  progress,  as  this  is  the  end  of 
school  itself. 

To  live  life  fully  in  the  present  it  is 
necessary  to  understand  what  all  the

Ash  Wednesday  is  jus^t  around  the 
corner. . . .  marking  the  beginning  of 

Lent,  the  great  season  of  penance  and 
mortification. 

Following  the  example  of  the  Nin- 

ivites  who  did  penance  in  sackcloth  and 
ashes,  the  Church  for  the  humiliation  of 
our  pride  and  to  remind  us  of  the  sen¬ 
tence  of  death  which  we  will  all  suffer 
as  the  result  of  sin,  puts  ashes  on  our 


heads  saying:  ‘Remember,  man,  that  you 
are  dust,  and  into  dust  you  shall  return.” 

This  is  the  remains  of  an  old  cere¬ 
mony  of  which  old  Roman  Church  His¬ 
tory  tells  us.  Christians  who  had  com¬ 
mitted  grave  faults  were  obliged  to  do 
public  penance.  On  Ash  Wednesday  the 
Bishop  blessed  the  hairshirts  which  they 
were  to  wear  during  the  Forty  Days,

the  evening  before  the  first.  Then  came  rauchous  laughing,  and  shouting:  ^ 

“Herr  Caster!  Are  you  there!  Would  the  Catholic  pig  like  a  priest  to  see 
him?  Would  he  like  to  hear  the  priest  tell  of  his  sorrow?” 

At  this,  the  cell  door  was  opened  a  little  and  the  newly  severed  head  of  a 


priest  well  loved  by  James  Caster  was 
laughing  and  cursing. 

“There  is  your  priest.  Tell  him  your 
comfort.” 

James  Caster  turned  his  eyes,  then 
closed  them,  and  with  much  effort 
quietly  murmured:  “Love  those  '  who 
persecute  and  calumniate  you.” 

“Swine!”  The  guard  mocked,  . 
speak  sense.  Why  do  I  waste  my  time. 

I  go  to  prepare  now  for  your  departure, 
ril  return  soon,  with  pleasant  dreams 
for  you.” 

James  Caster  was  alone  for  the  last 
time.  Time  passed  very  slowly.  He  be¬ 
gan  to  have  memories,  many  of  them. 

He  saw  his  wife,  Catherine,  sitting  with 
him  on  the  bank  of  the  old  brook  where 
they  used  to  sit  on  Sunday  afternoons; 
he  saw  the  children,  playing  near  by. 

Then  he  saw  the  first  days  of  the  new 
regenie,  the  authorities  coming  to  his 
home.  He  saw  them  take  his  first, 
second,  and  then  his  third  son  away  to 
the  training  schools.  They  would  make 
excellent  generals.  He  saw  himself,  his 
wife  standing  near  by,  tearfully  signing 
the  papers  which  gave  any  future  sons 
to  the  same  army.

and  sprinkled  them  with  ashes.  Then 
the  penitents  were  turned  out  of  the 
Church  because  of  their  sins  as  Adam 
the  first  man  was  turned  out  of  para¬ 
dise  on  account  of  his  disobedience.  They 
did  not  discard  their  penitential  clothing 
or  enter  the  church  again  until  Holy 
Thursday  after  having  won  reconcili¬ 
ation  by  the  toil  of  forty  days’  penance, 
by  confession  and  sacramental  absolu¬ 
tion.  “God  indeed  forgives  the  sins  of 
men  for  the  sake  of  their  repentance.” 

Although  many  of  the  old  Christian 
disciplines  and  penances  are  no  longer 
publically  used,  no  Christian  is  freed 
from  practicing  penance.  “Unless  you 
do  penance  you  will  likewise  perish” 
is  a  warning  Christ  gives  to  all  of  us. 
We  are  stll  fallen  men,  and  in  our 
weakness  ever  tending  toward  eternal 
destruction.

elements  are  that  go  to  make  up  our 
student  profession,  and  then  develop 
all  them  in  harmony  and  order.  Prayer, 
recreation,  clubs,  student  *councils,  va¬ 
cations,  all  have  a  definite  role  in  stu¬ 
dent  life.  But  they  must  not  be  used 
for  themselves  alone,  but  in  order  also 
to  further  our  mental  growth.  If  we  are 
on  our  knees  when  we  should  be  at  our 
desk,  or  if  we  “shooting  the  bull”  when 
we  should  be  reading  Aristotle,  we  are 
not  living  our  student  lives  NOW. 

Where  does  the  service  angle  come 
in?  We  are  best  serving  society  now 
by  being  the  best  students  possible.  We 
^  are  developing  mental  and  moral  qual¬ 
ities  that  we  will  use  in  whatever  field 
we  enter.  No  one  is  transformed  by 
being  handed  a  diploma,  and  we  will 
have  to  give  our  permanent  profession 
exactly  what  we  have  gotten  from  our 
student  life. 

“The  true  Christian,  product  of  Chris¬ 
tian  education,  is  the  supernatural  man 
who  thinks,  judges  and  acts  constantly 
and  consistently  in  accordance  with 
right  reason  illumined  by  the  super¬ 
natural  light  of  the  example  and  teach¬ 
ing  of  Christ...  The  true  and  finished 


happiness — the  way  which  the  Son  of 
God  himself  pointed  out  to  us:  it  is  not 
an  easy  way.  On  the  contrary  it  is  hard 
in  the  extreme;  full  of  sacrifice,  full  of 
suffering,  and  agony.  It  is  the  Way  of 
the  Cross  with  each  of  us  taking  our 
turn  in  the  role  of  Christ. 

Choose  wisely,  even  at  the  very  offset 
of  Lent,  to  accept  voluntary  hardships, 
voluntary  penances. 

Daily  Mass,  and  the  reception  of 
Holy  Communion  every  day,  should  be 
taken  for  granted  in  the  life  of  every 
St.  Joe  man  during  Lent. 

Fast  and  abstinence  as  the  Church 
laws  direct  are  also  of  utmost  import¬ 
ance. 

The  sorrows  and  pains  of  Good  Friday 
must  be  suffered  by  all  of  us  with 
readiness  and  willingness  else  we  are 
sure  to  miss  the  glorious  exaltaion  of 
Easter  morning.  Only  “if  you  suffer 

with  Christ  will  you  rise  with  Him.”
